Venice abandons cable plan

‘The city of Venice will dissolve its 
franchise agreement with Sun Cable 
Systems of the CATV Systems and 
Associates of Tallahassee, Fla., and 
try to revoke a $15,000 performance 
bond posted by the cable television 
company, it\was decided at Tuesday 
night's meeting of the Venice City 
Council. 


Mayor Tyrone Echols sought a 
decision fromthe council on whether 
to terminate the franchise ordinance 
and claim the bonding money, based 
on lack of action by the firm and an 
inability to get answers, either by 
letter or telephone, from the Sun 
Cable principals, especially Doyle J. 
Dugans Sr., franchising manager, 
concerning the|\cable system's in- 
stallation. \ 


VENICE HAS been thwarted near- 
ly two years in its efforts to get cable 
television installed in the communi- 
ty and the subject came up Tuesday 
night when First Ward Alderman 
Phillip Daniels commented about an 
advertisement in the Press-Record. 

“I saw a South-Western Cable TV 
ad in the Press-Record offering free 
installation to new subscribers, so 
they are looking for business. I’m 
wondering if we shouldn’t talk to 
them about intalling cable TV here,” 
Daniels said. \ 

“J have no reservations about go- 
ing to someone else (to get service), 
but I want to get that $15,000 also,” 
Mayor Echols said, réferring to the 
performance bond. 


“I WANT TO know where we 
stand in this,’ the mayor said. The 
answer came from City Attorney 
Lawrence Hartman, who replied, “‘I 
think we are safe to proceed against 
the bond."” - 

At that point, the mayor asked the 
council for authority to file suit 
against Aetna Casualty Co., the firm 
issuing the performance bond and 
revoke the $15,000 guarantee. 

Approval was given quickly by the 
aldermen and authority also was 
granted to contact South-Western 
Cable TV for details concerning 
possible installation of that cable 
network in Venice. 

BEFORE AGREEING to contact 
South-Western, some discussion 
arose between council members 
about the recent sale of the local 
area cable company and whether 
the firm would be willing to expand 
its service into Venice. 

“Well, we won’t know until we talk 
with them,” one of the aldermen 
commented. 

In the franchise agreement, a sec- 
tion states that the cable system is to 
be completed within a 90-day period 
after construction begins. 

AFTER /NUMEROUS obstacles, 
with unfulfilled promises and retrac- 
tions of verbal agreements con- 
tinuously (surfacing over an 18- 
month period, the Sun Cable firm 
was granted the franchise last: July 
26 and began trenching operations to 
install cable underground last Oct. 6 


in the vicinity of the Bissell Street 


Apartments. 
‘After several days on the job, ap- 


parently it was decided by the fran- 
chising manager to discontinue lay- 
ing an underground cable network, 
citing the expense, and return to the 
original plan of an overhead system. 

At that point, the workman on the 
project departed, leaving some tren- 
ching equipment in the Venice City 
Garage aréa and no one has return- 
ed since that time, it was learned. 


REPEATED EFFORTS to con- 
tact some of the company officials 
by telephone and.Jetter have been 
fruitless, Mayor Echols noted at the 
Feb. 7 council meeting. { 

Doyle. Dugans was part of an 
original group which first approach- 
ed the council and was granted a 
non-exclusive franchise on Aug. 24, 
1982, at which time it was claimed 
the system would be operational by 
early spring, 1983. 


But the agreement failed to pro- 
duce a cable TV system and, for a 
period of time, the Venice aldermen 
and Mayor Echols lost sight of 
Dugans, who was having financial 
trouble with his New York partners.

“If the people’s rights have been 
violated, then the ICC (Illinois Com- 
merce Commission) should know 
about it and it’s time they do

“We hope to have someone at the 
meeting from the ICC to enlighten us 
on the rules and regulations (in- 
creasing utility charges and service 
termination) and possibly someone 
from Illinois Power Company,” the 
minister told the aldermen. 

WILSON, president of the Madison 
Branch of the NAACP (National 
Association/for the Advancement of 
Colored People), is serving as’board 
chairman, with the Rev. John Henry 
Williams, president of the Venice 
Park Park Board, as co-chairman. 


Rev. Williams said Wednesday 
that Illinois Power has agreed to 
send Loveen Morineau, customer 
services supervisor for the utility 
firm, |and Rick Moore, assistant 
supervisor, to Monday night’s 
meeting. 

Also expected to be present is 
Dwight Quinn, co-chairman of 
Operation Turn On (OTO), an East 
St. Louis consumer-oriented 
organization. 

“WE WANT to keep a friendly 
relationship with Illinois Power, but 
we do want some answers,” 
Williams said Wednesday, adding 
that residents from Granite City and 
Madison are welcome to attend the 
session.

We stand behind the Granite City police in the rot 

fatal, but serious, shooting of a Vietnam veteran in 

” this city, but admit we are still short of facts to back 
our position. . 

‘We believe the information published in Monday’s 
Press-Record was the most accurate information 
Chief of Police Ronald J. Veizer had available to 
him when interviewed by the press and we hoped to 
update the story today. 

Since Monday, St.,Louis daily newspapers have 
¢ome up with numerous accusations not supported 
by the information given us. The Globe-Democrat 
contends the man who was shot, Ed Tomlin, 33, of 
Granite ‘City, suffered three stab wounds to his 
chest in addition to the bullet wound to his buttocks. 
The Globe also contends Tomlin stabbed himself 
before running out of his apartment amidst tear 


as. ; 
‘ ‘The Press-Record reported he suffered the bullet 

» entrance and exit wounds and only one stab ‘wound 
— self inflicted — in the yard at the very end of the 
capture ordeal, after he was shot. 7 

The Post-Dispatch says that when the standoff, 
started, Tomlin, was in a pushup position in his 
apartment with a knife wedged between his body 
and the floor and that, as police tried to talk to him, 
he fell on the knife. The Press-Record reported 
there was no. knife wound before the shooting, that 
information having been based on talking to an of- 

+ ficer who was on the scene. 

‘The Post-Dispatch says that four shots were fired, 
two warning shots and two at Tomlin. The Press- 
Record was told there were two warning shots and 
one fired at Tomlin. Subsequently, Veizer said he 
found out about a second shot fired at Tomlin, but he

will not know if it hit its mark until he receives 
medical reports. 

St. Louis papers quote witnesses as saying they 
saw police beat Tomlin’s, head. All official 
statements to the Press-Record were that Tomlin’s 
head has not been injured, although some witnesses 
told our reporter they saw Tomlin’s head hit. 

The truth is, no one is saying for certain. No of- 
ficial reports’ have been released. Medical reports 
are|not yet available. On the advice of the Madison 
County state’s attorney’s office, Chief Veizer said, 
he has been told not to comment further on the inci- 
dent. ‘‘They said, ‘You have been tried and con- 


\ victed in the press. There is no reason to release 


anything else.’ There’s nothing I can say,” Veizer 
told the Press-Record yesterday. 

We believe that Monday’s Press-Record, although 
based on the best available information, has not 
given our readers the whole picture. There may be 
more holes in Tomlin than we reported, but the 
case, for some strange reason, has been buttoned 


There is dangerous precedent in the police 
shooting. someone — no. matter how justified 
the shooting might have been — and then refusing to 
discuss the extent of injuries or explaining the cir- 
cumstances in official police reports. 

There is good reason newspapers disagree on the 
accounts, The reason is that the documents detail- 
ing the truth as seen by those in authority are just 
not being made available. 

We repeat that we support the police and feel, at 
this point, that the shooting was necessary to pro- 
tect others. We just wish we had some sort of tangi- 
ble documentation to support our position. 


A wrong not easily righted- 


As we approach yet another presidential election 
year, talk already is beginning about the unfairness 
of nationwide television predicting a winner even 
before the polls close in the West. 

In 1980, many in the west were upset to find that 
Ronald Reagan had been elected president even 
before they had voted. President Jimmy Carter. 
threw in the towel an hour and a half before the 
California polls closed, 

It is estimated that the early announcement 
reduced voter turnout in the West between 6 and i1 
percent, enough to have changed the outcome of 
several important state and local races. 

Certainly, coverage which discourages people 
from voting is not all good, but we do not feel it 
should be controlled. Critics say the media should 


refrain from broadcasting election results to states 
where voting still is underway. We disagree. For the 
media to stop reporting what it knows forecloses on 
the public’s right to know what is happening at that 
very moment, a precious right. 

Rather, perhaps the polling hours should be 
changed in the East and West so the difference bet- 
ween closings is not so great, reducing the risk that 
major national races have been decided even before 
some voters cast ballots. 

There are other things that could be done, but the 
one thing that should not be done‘is for Congress to 
attempt to ‘gag’ the national news media, even for a 
few hours. Once such dictation begins, there is no 
limit how far it could go.

and many other European 
businessmen already working with 
our companies, we believe Iinois 
and Europe are closer than 
geography might suggest,” he said. 

Woelffer said West German com- 
panies have been particularly 
responsive to Illinois’ efforts to at- 
tract foreign investment. He 
estimates that in the past several 
years the state has helped at least 45 
such companies establish operations 
here. : 

“In the past, .Europeans have 
opened distribution, warehousing 
and sales facilities in Illinois,” 
Woelffer said. “Our central location 
and extensive transportation net- 
work encourage that development. 
And after locating here, many firms 
have often expanded their opera- 
tions.” 

For example, the German-owned 
Flender Corp. started as a one-man 
sales office in Addison but ‘now 
employes 100 people who manufac- 
ture power transmission equipent in 
Elgin. Lorenz Weegen, President of 
A. Freidrich and Co., Inc., Flender’s 
parent company, will speak at the 
Frankfurt seminar. 

Illinois has had its main success 
with British and German com- 
panies, and there is a growing trend 
for Swedish and French firms to in- 
vest in the United States as well. 

““The French have tended to invest 
on the East Coast but now are look- 
ing to other parts of the country,’? 
Woelffer said. 

“One of the biggest French in- 
vestments here is the Roquette 
Corp. in Gurnee. Roquette makes 
sorbital, a natural sweetener, from 
Midwestern corn and has already in- 
vested $40 million in its 25-acre 
facility in Gurnee.” Dominique Ro- 
quete, president, will speak at the 
Paris seminar. 

Lester Brann, president of the ll- 
linois State Chamber of Commerce, 
said past trade missions have been 
“quite successful and we're op- 
timistic about Illinois’ potential as 
the site for foreign investment.”” 

“We are strong advocates of such 
missions to promote Illinois’ goods 
and services and encourage foreign 
investment in the state. We urge any 
company interested in joint trade 
ventures to contact DCCA or the 
ISCC.”" 

Arthur Gotschalk president of the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ Association, 
said his organization is ‘‘delighted at 
this evidence of sound, progressive 
thinking on behalf of Illinois 
business and industry. 

“We are very much in favor of 
promoting Illinois as a good, safe 
place for investments from other 
counties. More investments can help 
bring more plants and more jobs to 
the people of Illinois.”” 


Traffic deaths

The Granite City Board of Educa- 
tion decided Tuesday night to 
establish girls’ soccer as a varsity 
sport at Granite City High) School 
beginning in the spring of 1985. 

A group of parents had urged the 
board Feb. 7 to start the program 
this spring, but there was insuffi- 
cient time to do so, Supt. B.J. Davis 
and Joseph Fedora told the board. 

Fedora, the school district’s direc- 
tor of athletics and physical educa- 
tion, will prepare budgetary items 
for the program and assemble a 
schedule for competition with other 
high schools. 

There are local coaches interested 
in directing the girls’ teams, he 
reported. Varsity and junior varsity 
teams are planned. 

Board Secretary Thomas Miofsky 
said he had been told that Granite 
City. Steel plans to contribute $1,000 
toward costs resulting from the start 
of girls’ soccer. 

GCHS is one of the nation’s top 
high .schools in boys’ soccer 
dominance, regularly producing all- 
American players. Now, with this 
week’s board decision, its girl 
students also will compete in soccer, 
aiding some of them in qualifying for 
college soccer scholarships. 

Fedora related that ‘‘at the last 
board meeting I was instructed to in- 
vestigate the possibility of im- 
plementing girls’ soccer for the spr- 
ing of 1984. 

“On Feb. 9, 10 and 13 I made 75 
telephone calls and eventually con- 
tacted 27 St. Louis area schools to in- 
quire about scheduling girls’ varsity 
and junior varsity games for this 
spring. 

“The Oakaville athletic director 
indicated ‘someone’ had talked to 
his coach. The game date the coach 
suggested had been filled by the 
athletic director and was no longer 
available. 

“Hazelwood Central’s* athletic - 
director stated that ‘someone,’ not 
authorized by the school district, 
had called him. He stated he had two 
non-league games scheduled with 
Ritenour, and if Ritenour was will- 
ing to break the contract, both 
Hazelwood Central and Ritenour 
could possibly be available. 

“The Hazelwood East athletic 
director indicated a_ similar 
possibility as Hazelwood Central, 


except with Riverview Gardens as * 


the non-league opponent. 
“After these phone calls, the Cen- 


tral and East athletic directors'con- | 


tacted the other non-league schools 
on their schedule and jointly deter- 
mined not to cancel previous con- 
tracts. 3 

“The basis for their decision was: 

“They ‘were contacted by non- 
school.people who could not make a 
commitment for GCHS; signed con- 
tracts would have to be canceled on 
an ‘if’? commitment and, at this late 
date, would require a change in 
home and away games which would 
also require changes in transporta- 


tion arrangements and game of-? 


ficials- previously ‘contracted ‘for 
assignments. 

“Hazelwood Central, East and 
West had already made schedule 
changes with non-league’ schools in 
an’ effort ‘to accommodate Col- 
linsville High School and were reluc- 
tant to make any further changes in 
their 1984 season.”’ ‘ 

Fedora continued, ‘‘The St. Paul 
of Highland athletic director stated” 
that his school plays interscholastic 
soccer in the late fall and ‘club’ soc- 
cer in the spring. School teams can- 
not schedule club teams, Illjnois 
High School-Association bylaws say. 

“The St. Louis Metro Tournament 
has been established to compensate 
for lack of a Missouri high school 
state tournament series.. It may be 
phased out if the Missouri high 
School Assogiation adopts a state 
girls’ soccer tournament series for 
1985. 

“Presently, Missouri requires 50 
schools in order to provide a state 
tournament; 49 schools are playing 
girls’ soccer in the spring and a few 
schools presently playing winter 
soccer are considering moving to the 
spring for 1985.

Mrs. Ruth Lahr, a member of the 
board and the retired Chapter I 
supervisor, asked the amount of car- 
ryover funds from the previous year 
and Collins estimated it at $186,000. 

Chapter I, formerly Title I, chai 
nels federal funds to school districts 
to enhance reading and 
mathematics instruction in low- 
income neighborhoods.

Morris Miles, chairman of the 
Madison County Board’s Special 
Sanitary Sewer Committee, an- 
nounced last night that the county 
has written a letter of intent to the Il- 
linois Environmental Protection 
Agency, concerning a request for a 
grant to update its plant.

Under the agreement, Glen Car- 
bon’s sewage would be routed 
through the county lines, thus re- 
quiring improvements to handle the 
increased flow. In return, Glen Car- 
bon would agree to pay for the up- 
dating of the plant and would pay a 
continuous fee for using the county 
lines. 

THE ANNOUNCEMENT of intent 
for the grant came after members of 
the’ county committee met earlier 
that day with officials from Glen 
Carbon. 

Miles said that the county 
engineers, Sheppard, Morgan and 
Schwaab, have presented the 
engineering plans to Glen Carbon. 
He said these plans will prove what 
type of a rate Glen Carbon should 
pey, for usage of the county lines, 

lowever, he said the rate has not 
been set as of yet. 

“Glen Carbon is going to look at it

with them next week,” said Miles.

Advisory voting on 
Hl. utility tax level 


More than 100 Illinois com- 
munities will be voting at the March 
20 ‘primary on local referendums, 
sponsored by The Coalition for 
Political Honesty, calling for adop- 
tin of the taxpayer Relief Act of 1984. 

The Taxpayer Relief Act is a bill in 
Springfield (House Bill 1736) intend- 
ed to cut the state utility tax on 
families, businesses and local 
governments. from five percent. to 
2\% percent. Ulinois families would 
save anywhere from $50. to $150 
dollars a year, according to Patrick 

~ Quinn, leader of the Coalition. 

Municipalities voting on the issue 
include Waukegan, Berwyn, Naper- 
ville, Qak Lawn, Mt. Prospect, Ur- 
bana, Danville, Lincoln, Peru and 
Clinton. It will be presented to voters 
in 56 Chicago-area suburbs and 49 
Downstate areas. No such votes are 
scheduled here. 

“The advisory elections on the 
Taxpayer Relief Act will give 
thousands of consumers a chance to 
speak in a language that all :politi- 
cians understand - the language of 

_ votes at the ballot box for a specific 
plan to cut the state utility tax in 
half,” Quinn said. 

|“Phe fairest way to grant tax 
relief is to reduce the) regressive 
utility tax, which hits families and 
small businesses the hardest. 

Under current law, five percent of 
everyone's electric, gas and phone 
bills is’ turned over to the state 
treasury every month. The tax is 
even levied. on local governments, 
including school districts, 

“By slappling a five percent mon- 
thly tax’ on vital necessities like 
heat, light and phone service, the 
state has taken its share of ,the 
tremendous increase in utility-prices 
in the past decade,’’ Quinn con- 
tinued. 

“The utility tax is a hidden and 
runaway tax which goes up, without 
legislative oversight, every time. a 
utility is granted a rate hike by the 
Illinois Commerce Commission. 

“National figures show Illinois 
become the biggest taxer of ut 
services in the nation. State utility 
tax revenues have doubled since 
1978, i 

“The utility tax is particularly bad 
for the state economic climate 
because it increases the real cost of 
doing business in Illinois. 

“A ‘company must pay the five 
percent utility tax on its energy and 


it makes a profit. But cutting the 
utility tax in half, we can 
demonstrate to business that we are 
serious about .creating jobs and 
economic growth,” said Quinn. 

‘The Taxpayer Relief Act is spon- 
sored by Rep: Dan Pierce. (D- 
Highland Park), chairman of the 
House Revenue Committee. The pro- 
posal may be voted on by the Illinois 


» General Assembly in the late spring. 


The Relief Act's-plan to roll back 
the state-utility tax would be funded 
by eliminating three-“loopholes”’ in 
the state income tax code. 

“These loopholes, which primarily 
benefit real estate speculators and 
multi-national corporations, will 
cost Illinois taxpayers more than 
$500 million in the coming fiscal 
year,” Quinn contended. 

“The Taxpayer Relief Act would 
close these by ending accelerated 
depreciation benefits at the state 
level, repealing the state investment 
tax credit, and adopting the unitary 
method of apportioning multina- 
tional corporate income. 

“The resulting revenue could be 
used to give across-the-board utility 
tax relief to all Illinois families, 
businesses and local governments 
paying the utility tax. 

“The ‘choice on the Taxpayer 
Relief act is clear. 

“Should Illinois adopt a tax 
system with no loopholes and lower 
utility tax payments for everybody?

Gov. James R. Thompson has an- 
nounced a series of reforms in the 
state’s administration of the federal 
supplemental Social Security pro- 
gram designed to further protect 
rights of the disabled in Illinois while 
maintaining a moratorium he im- 
posed in December that prevents 
cutoff of aid to the handicapped 

In replying to a request from U.S. 
Department of Health and Human 
Services Secretary Margaret 
Heckler for Illinois’ cutoff plans, he 
said a lawsuit filed in the Federal 
court in Alton seeking a review of 
benefit cutoffs since March 1981 
means the state should be con- 
sidered as being one with ‘“‘pending 
litigation.” 

“} am requesting that Illinois, be 
properly classified as a state with 
litigation,” he said in a letter to Sec. 
Heckler. ‘‘As such, it would not be 
appropriate for Illinois to resume 
processing cessations. 

“In any event,” Thompson said, 
“I cannot agree to the lifting of a 
moratorium until a ‘face-to-face’ 
hearing process, so vital to the in- 
terests of the disabled, is # place.” 

Thompson’s action Thursday 
came two months after he imposed a 
moratorium on benefit cutoffs, a 
move prompted by confusion bet- 
ween federal and state officials con- 
cerning eligibility of benefit reci- 
pients. 

The governor said one solution is 
in legislation currently stalled in 
Congress. Thompson called on Mrs. 
Heckler to work to pass that 
measure ‘‘as soon as possible.” 

“It is vital for the disabled people 
of Illinois that this-program.be im- 
proved and that it be consistent from 
state to state,’’ he said. “I will urge 
the Illinois Congressional delegation 
to work with you toward achieving 
needed program changes.” 

In addition to protecting current 
recipients with the moratorium, Il- 
linois will take additional steps aim- 
ed at reinforcing the rights of the 
handicapped and improving state 
administration of the program.

Checkoff can help wild game 


For the first time in history, Il- 
linois taxpayers have the option of 
assisting the state’s non-game 
wildlife by checking box 12b on the 
state income tax form, explained 
Department of Conservation 
Natural Heritage Manager Carl 
Becker. 

By checking the appropriate box, 
the taxpayer may contribute ‘up to 
$10 on a Single return, or up to $20 on 
a joint return, to the new Non-Game 
‘Wildlife Conservation Fund. These 
monies will support a wide variety of 
programs designed to help’ non- 
game wildlife-the birds, mammals, 
amphibians and reptiles that make 
up 90 percent of our wildlife popula- 
tion 

Activities funded through the 
check-off will not duplicate on-going 
efforts, although in many cases they 
will enhance or compliment similar 
efforts, he said. Many species which 
will benefit are classified as en- 
dangered and threatened, such as 
the river otter, bald eagle, prairie 
chicken and the bantam sunfish, 
Becker noted,

Parental role in 
appeals on school 
library materials 


‘The composition of library book 
appeals committees was outlined by 
the Granite City Board of Education 
on Tuesday night, with parental par- 
ticipation emphasized. - 

To do so, the board revised its 
policy regarding complaints on 
library and_ resource materials, 
KNBA. 

For secondary schools; seventh 
through twelfth grades, the appeals 
committee will consist of aparent, a 
student, an administrator, a faculty 
member, a department head and a 
librarian. 

Criticism of materials in the 
school library_will be submitted in 
writing to the principal, using a Re\ 
quest for Reconsideration Form. 
‘The Board of Education, meanwhile, 
will be informed. 

The allegations will be considered 
first by a committee of faculty 
members appointed by the prin- 
cipal. 

‘This committee will be in the sul 
ject matter field of the material be- 
ing challenged. The material will be 
judged by the committee as to its 
conformity, to the Library Bill, of 
Rights. 

Materials involved will be 
suspended, pending a decision in 
writing by the, faculty committee. 
Appeals from that ruling then can be 
made through the principal to the 
six-member appeals panel. 

A similar procedure exists for 
elementary schools, kindergarten 
through the sixth grade. The faculty 
committee will include both primary 
and intermediate levels, chosen 
from any.elementary school in the 
district. 

‘The elementary appeals commit- 


tee wilthe composed of two parents, _ 
an administrator, a faculty member ~ 


and a librarian. 

A transcript will be kept of each 
appeals hearing and of the findings 
and recommendations. This 
transcript will be reviewed by the 
Board of Education for a final deci- 
sion, if requested by the person or 
persons filing the complaint. 

Updating of the policy was propos- 
ed by the board’s Policy Committee 
in consultation with the Citizens Ad- 
visory Council of the school district.

BELLEVILLE — Granite City’s 
Mexican Honorary Commission box- 
ing team made winning look easy 
Tuesday. night at the Belle-Clair 
Fairgrounds in Belleville as all four 
local entrants emerged the compet- 
ition.victorious. 

Capped by Danny Mendoza’s 
third-round technical knock-out of 
Curtis Henderson of the Menard 
Penal Institution in the final bout of 
the evening, the MHC boxers breez- 
ed to victories in four weight divi- 
sions — 95, 119, 150 and 165 pounds. 
And, with the the annual Golden 
Gloves Tournament beginning next 
week, MHC Coach Mercie Mendoza 
couldn’t be happier with his team’s 
sweep. 

. “i'd REALLY pleased with our per- 
formance here tonight,” Mendoza 
said, ‘Sure, I guess you can say it’s 
our better conditioning. I always tell 
my kids that if they're well condi- 
tioned they can win a lot fights in the 
third round. 

“As far as I’m concerned, you 
can’t beat good amateur boxing,” 
Mendoza said. “‘I think the people 
saw some good amateur boxing here 
tonight.” é 

FOR MENDOZA and his boxers, 
Tuesday night’s win was the se- 
cond such undefeated sweep in less 
than a week. Last Saturday night in 
the Twin-Cities boxing show in 
Festus (Mo.), MHC’s boxers also 
scored four victories, all without a 
loss. 

In fact, considering all the club's

MHC boxers began their sweep 
Tuesday ‘night in the second bout of 
the evening as 95 pound Larry Jor- 
dan defeated Tom Whitaker of the 
Belleville Boxing Club. 

JORDAN, in only his second 
amateur fight, scored almost at will. 
Using an aggressive stance which 
featured a relentless jab, Jordan 
won all'three rounds.

little time in establishing himself as 
the more aggressive of the two. 

Midway through the first round, 
Gancheff landed a strong right to 
Mason, sending him to the canvas.

years. 

Wall Lake, Iowa, didn’t have a 
high school wrestling feam, but 
Ewoldt was a member of the Iowa 
State Teachers College squad while 
he earned his degree between Navy 
stints. He spent six years in the ser- 
vice before and during the Korean 
Conflict and college, and ‘accepted 
his first coaching job at West Cen- 
tral’in Maynard, Iowa. 

In 1959, he became assistant 
wrestling coach at Wheaton (Com- 
munity) High School, then head 
coach in 1964, and athletic director 
in 1973. He has also taught biology 
for these 25 years and coached Tiger 
teams in-football and baseball. 

One of the original organizers of 
the current IWCOA, founder’ of its 
Hall of Fame and chairman of its 
selection committee, Ewoldt was an 
organizer of. the annual All-State 
Banquet. He became 1WCOA 
historian in 1971 and developed the 
first set of statewide wrestling 
records. He was ‘elected to the 
IWCOA Hall of Fame in 1975, For 
many years publicity chairman of 
the Illinois Wrestling Federation, 
Ewoldt also has served the NCAA 
Division One Tournament as a 
member of the bench personnel, and 
has received that organization’s 25- 
year award.

Seeking his fifth legislative term, 
State Representative Sam Wolf of 
Granite City is unopposed in the 
Democratic primary election March 
20. 

No candidate has filed for the 
Republican nomination, but one 
may be named for the Nov. 6 general 
election. in Representative District 
111. 

The 111th is the southern half of 
the 56th Ililnois Legislative District, 
which Sam Vadalabene represents 
as state senator; his current four- 
year term does not end this year. 

The 111th includes Venice, 
Nameoki, Granite City, Chouteau, 
Hamel, 
phghent and Pin Oak townships. 

Northern residents of the 56th are 
in the 112th District, represented by. 
Jim’ MePike, an Alton Democrat 
who is the House majority leader. | 

Wolf was the first to be elected in 
the 111th two years ago, when the 
House completed a change from 59 
three-member districts to 118 single- 
member districts.

Bell files request to 
reprice Centrex service 


Illinois Bell filed a ,request last 
week with the Illinois Commerce 
Commission to reprice- and restruc- 
ture its Centrex service offering for 
business customers. 

“Today’s filing will make Centrex 
service — our flagship business 
communications “service ~— more 
competitive in the marketplace,” 
said Roger L. Plummer, Illinois Bell 
vice president-marketing. ‘The fil- 
ing will offer many of our customers 
reduced rates, increased rate 
stability and more features for their 
money.” 

‘The filing proposes a ‘‘basic’” Cen- 
trex service, which would replace 
the present Type I, II and H+ 
classes. of service. Business 
customers would pay a monthly flat 
charge for each Centrex line. 
Customers could purchase addi- 
tional features, such as distinctive 
ringing and automatic callback, at 
reduced prices. 

Under the plan, charges for Cen- 
trex service would vary with the 
customer’s geographic location. The 
state would be divided into three 
grographic bands — called Access 
Area A, B and C — with Centrex 
charges based on the cost of service 
in each area. Illinois Bell introduced 
a similar pricing plan for basic local 
telephone service in January 1984. 

Centrex service rates would be the 
lowest in Access Area A»— the 
Chicago Loop and near-Loop areas. 
Rates would increase with the cost 
of providing service in Access |Area 
B — the remaining Chicago area and 
some adjacent suburban com- 
munities. Rates would be the highest 
in Access Area C — the outer band 
covering most suburban com- 
munities and the rest of the state. 

The filing proposes a rate struc- 
ture based on line size. The charge 
for Centrex lines would decrease as 
the number of telephone lines in ser- 
vice increases. The reduced rates 
reflect economies in the cost to pro- 
vide service as more lines are add- 
ed. 

Rates for Centrex customers also 
would be adjusted to reflect the im- 
plementation of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission’s in- 
terstate access charge plan on April 
3. Centrex service customers would 
receive adjustments in the in- 
trastate line charge to make their 
total monthly charges comparable 
to similar charges for PBX (Private 
Branch Exchange) service. 

“This filing eliminates the pricing 
disadvantage faced by our Centrex 
customers because of the implemen-

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tation of access. charges,”’ Plummer 
said. 

Centrex customers would be of- 
fered rate reductions through three-, 
five- or seven-year service con- 
tracts. The reductions increase with 
the length of the contract. Existing 
Centrex customers may convert to 
these contracts at no aridirs nal 
charge. 

For new customers, C: 
vice rates would includ | 
based on the customer’s phy sieal 
distance from the Illinois Bell swit- 
ching center. Customers in close 
proximity to the switching center 
would pay a lower. charge than 
customers farther from the center. 
Charges would increase’ as the cost 
to provide service increases. While 
existing customers are not required 
to pay distance-sensitive rates, they 
may choose to take this rate option. 

Illinois Bell provides and main- 
tains Centrex service from its elec- 
tronic switching centers.

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Computer day camps set again 


Southern Illinos University at Ed- 
wardsville will again offer a series 
of computer day camps this summer 
for children, ages 7 to 15, according 
to Don Baden, associate dean of the 
School of Education. 

The day camps are scheduled 
June 11 through June 22, June 25 
through July 7, July 9 through July 
20 and July 23 through Aug. 3. 
Classes will meet from 9 a.m. until 
3:30 p.m. each day. The July 4th ses- 
sion will be made up on Saturday, 
July 7. Registration for each day 
camp is $125, along with a $15 enroll- 
ment fee. Students must provide 
their own lunches. 

CHILDREN WILL be grouped ac- 
cording to age and experience for 
highly individualized, hands-on in- 
struction on Apple Ile microcom- 
puters. They will receive three hours 
of computer instruction per day, 
along with three hours of recreation. 

Two computer languages will be 
taught, LOGO and BASIC. Ac- 
cording to. Baden, LOGO is a 
graphics language which allows 
students to “use the computer 
rather than simply respond to it.”” 

LOGO allows students to com- 
mand a. “turtle’’ to move any 
distance and to turn at any angle. In 
addition, LOGO can be used for 
more traditional computing, allow- 
ing the user to experiment with pro- 
gramming, language development, 
problem solving and mathematics. 

BASIC IS commonly used by those 


SIUE's ‘September Option’ offers early college start 


Southern Illinois University at Ed- 
wardsville will offer ‘‘September 
Option,” a one-month intensive lear- 
ning opportunity, for the first time 
this fall. According to Barbara 
Teters, vice president and provost, 
the offering will enable participating 
students to obtain an earlier start on 
the fall quarter ~ 

Those who chcose to take part in 
September Option will in many 
cases be able to accelerate their pro- 
gress towards completion of degree 
requirements, acquisition of a 
foreign language, or advancement 
ina career, the vice president said. 

THE EARLY offering will begin 
Monday, Aug. 27, and end Friday, 
Sept. 21. The beginning dates for the 
traditional fall quarter remain the 
same: Weekend University classes 
will begin Saturday, Sept. 22, and 
regular classes will meet for the 
first time on Monday, Sept. 24. 


Classes in September Option will 
meet two hours a day, five days a 
week, Because of the concentrated 
instructional format, most students 
will take only one course. In fact, 
nearly all September Option classes 
will meet at the same time, from 
8:30 to 10:20 a.m. daily 

September Option classes, which 
will be taught for the most part by 
the university's regular faculty, will 
serve several groups of students in 
particular, according to Vice Presi- 
dent Teters. s 

FOR INSTANCE, entering 
freshmen who wish to complete 
some preparatory work will be able 
to choose from courses in elemen- 
tary mathematics, basic writing, 
beginning algebra, reading skills 
and introductory ehemistry. 
Developmental courses are offered 
by the university’s Office of 
Academic Services. 


Other entering freshmen may 
choose to complete a general educa- 
tion requirement before the tradi- 
tional beginning date for the fall 
quarter. Courses in English com- 
position, critical thinking, «speech 
communication, American history 
and contemporary biology will be 
available, the vice president said. 

Continuing students can ac- 
celerate their academic progress by 
completing courses in elementary 
music theory, intermediate algebra, 
or precalculus. Such courses may 
provide access to advanced courses 
in the discipline and to major pro- 
grams. 

SOME COURSES may serve 
students with specialized career in- 
terests. ‘Offerings in computer pro- 
gramming may appeal to those 
seeking career advancement or 
change, as well as-to our regular 
students Dr, Teters explained. 


“September Option will enable so- 
meone employed full-time to com- 
plete a course for professional 
development purposes by attending 
a morning class for only one 
month,” she si 

In addition, travelers should enjoy 
an intensive, non-credit introduction 
to conversational Spanish. Graduate 
students and others will be able to 
take advantage of a non-credit 
course in reading German. 

Students will have several op- 
portunities to register for courses in 
September Option. Those who 
register for fall classes during the 
regular registration process 
scheduled for late spring-will be able 
to sign up then for a September Op- 
tion offering. Others, including those 
who wish to attend only September 
Option, may register at any time 
prior to the beginning‘ date of Aug. 
27. 


Humanities course studies Dante's ‘Divine Comedy’ 


and Book III, The Paradise, the con- 
sumation of heavenly happiness 


Nothing less than a trip through 
the entire 13th Century Christian 
universe, as captured in the words of 
a major poet in the literary tradition 
of Western Civilization, will confront 
the best students at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville. That is, 
if'they opt for one of the specially 
designed courses which are not part 
of the regular curriculum. 

“The Divine Comedy”’ of Dante 
Alighieri _ will be the focus of 
Humanities. Honors 303, a course to 
be taught in Spring Quarter 1984 by 
Professor Stella Revard of the 
department of English. The class 
will meet’ on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays from 10:30 a.m. to 12:20 
p.m. in Rooni 2417 -of Peck 
Classroom Building. 

‘THE CLASSIC will be read in it en- 
tirety: Book I, The Inferno, the 
poet’s descent into hell; Book II, The 
Purgatory,. in which the poet rises 
toward salvation through penance; 


through the. beloved 
Beatrice. Reading will, be in an 
English prose translation in a dual 
text so that the poem can be seen in 
the original Italian. 

“No knowledge of Italian is re- 
quired or expected,’ Professor 
Revard points out: “Still, we will 
devote some discussion to the poetic 
quality of the work in terms of the 
style and grace of Dante’s use of his 
native language. We will also en- 
courage inspection of other transla- 
tions, so a student can gain some ap- 
preciation of the challenges involved 
in turning a pivotal Italian classic in- 

ih 


“Italian has a nice sound,”' she ad- 
ded, pointing to her own study of the 
Language. ‘‘In this course, however, 
our main concern will be to ap- 
preciate Dante’s poem as a com- 
plete work of literature, with close 


figure of, 


analysis of plot and character, and a 
fill-in of historical background.” 

HISTORICAL background, she ex- 
plained, is critical to a full 
understanding of the poem, since the 
poem was deeply immersed in the 
political, cultural and religious 
struggles that characterized his- 
time. The characters he places in 
various parts of his travels from the 
infernal depths to the pinnacle of 
heavenly vision are actual persons, 
many of whom Dante actually knew. 

The poem is a ‘pivotal’ classic, 
according to Professor Revard, 
because it comprises the full range 
of classical learning expressed in 
the vernacular language of a period 
when the traditional view of. the 
world was being transformed, It 
récapitulates the past, yet looks 
ahead to the modern future. Its in- 
fluence on later literaturé has been 
of the first importance; it will also 
be considered. 


Honors courses are open to 
students with a 4.25 or better grade 
point. average, although students 
below this level can gain admittance 
with the written permission of the in- 
structor. Enrollment in’ Humanities 
Honors courses is limited to 15 
students, to assure maximum in- 
volvement by each student. 


‘There will be no final examina- 
tion, Professor Revard said. The on- 
ly requirement will be the prepara- 
tion of a paper on some aspect of

Problems of the small farmer are focus of new center

It wasn’t long ago, in America, 
when horsepower meant horse 
power. | 

For much of the rest of the world 
the idea still holds true. The power is 
supplied by oxen or buffalo instead 
of horses, but animal agriculture re- 
mains the rule, not the exception, for 
more than half of the world. 

THE PROBLEMS faced by the 
world’s small farmers-using 


relatively primitive methods under , 


sometimes harsh conditions-are the 
focus of a new International Train- 
ing and Demonstration Center at 
Southern Illinois University- 
Carbondale. 


“We want to provide a training 
site for SIUC’s international and 
domestic students in small farm 
agriculture,”’ said Herbert L. Portz, 
supervisor of the center, Portz is a 
professor of agronomy at SIUC. 

“We also want to demonstrate the 
various crops and animals, and their 
culture and husbandry, as found in 
less developed countries,”” he said. 

RICE, BAMBOO, sugar cane and 
cassava (a rootcrop) are among 
crops that will be grown on the one- 
hectare (2# acres) plot. The plan is 
to obtain an ox or bullock to supply, 
power, and to develop systems for ir- 
rigation by flooding or trench 
methods.

Formation of an{auxiliary Voca- 
tional Advisory Council to aid in 
enhancing the automotive shop at 
Granite City High School was 
authorized by the Board of Educa- 
tion on Tuesday night. 

The group will be made up of pre- 
sent VAC members plus additional 
representation from automotive 
garages in the local community. 

The panel is to examine auto shop 
problems, solicit help from ap- 
propriate sources and submit 
“recommendations for a responsible 
approach, both educationally and 
economically.”” 

Thomas C. Holloway, director of 
vocational and career education in 
District Nine, told the board that 
“last year, with the closing of North 
High School, we were able to move 
our.shops and laboratories into ex- 
isting facilities at South High School 
We have been able to bring most of 
the labs up to par, with the exception 
of the automotive shop. 

“For seven years at North we had 
to teach auto mechanics in three 
combined classrooms without the 
ability to bring cars into the 
building. 

“In 1980, through alterations in the 
building, we were able to substan- 
tially increase the quality of our pro- 
gram. 

“With the moving of the 
automotive. shop from North to 
South in the fall of 1983, we find 
ourselves back in the same situa- 
tions as before, only with other 
disadvantages. At North we. were 
able to roll testing equipment, jacks, 
etc., outdoors. during nice weather; 
in the new facility, these must be 
carried down steps. 

“Estimated cost for a turnkey 
facility is in- the. neighborhood of 
$125,000 to $175,000. Since we are 
well aware of the financial situation 
of the district, the vocational depart- 
ment has not approached the board 
to ask for a capital outlay in this 
area.” 

Holloway continued, ‘‘At our last 
VAC meeting, I was approached by 
three longtime Vocational Advisory 
Council members for a possible solu- 
tion to this problem. 

“It was felt. that by dividing the 
construction cost of a new building 
over as many as five or six years, we 
could erect a facility that could 
begin to alleviate the problem with 
minimal effects on the school 
district’s budget. 

“In addition, they felt community 
support could be gathered, through 
which some of the materials may be 
donated for the structure. 

“The first year would consist of 
erecting a ‘steel building with 
lighting and one garage door, plus 
any safety equipment required. 

“Although this would -not allow 
students to. work in the colder mon- 
ths, the first year would be much 
better than. working. outdoors, as 
they are now. 

“In subsequent years, there could 
be additions to the structure, such as 
lifts, water, larger electrical ser- 
vice, etc., as funds became 
available,” Holloway said. 

John P. Petish, a retired electrical 
engineer representing the AFL-CIO 
Tri-City Trades and Labor Council 
on the school system’s Citizens Ad- 
visory Council, handed board 
members copies of a letter from the 
Trades and Labor Council. 

Although it had not been signéd, 
the letter was an official com- 
munication that was approved in 
voting by the labor group, Petish 
said. 

Addressed to Board Pres. David 
Partney, the letter related, ‘It has 
come to the Council’s attention, 
through our delegate to the Citizens 
Advisory Council, that the once ‘best 
electrical education shop in the 
state’ has now been blotted out for 
an automotive shop that is in- 
operable. 

“From our reports, the 
automotive shop has excellent 
equipment. But because of poor 
planning, the shop is inaccessible to 
automobiles.

“As a direct result, the students 
are forced to use the soccer field. We 
are sure you will acknowledge the 
danger factor in this situation. 

“We feel that this problem might 
be easily remedied through the 
following steps: 4 

“First, we feel that it would be 
beneficial to transfer the auto shop 
to an outlying building that would be 
easily accessible to cars. 

“Secondly, we feel that the stored 
equipment for the electrical shop 
(should) be reinstalled and brought 
back up to the former excellent stan- 
dards. 

“Lastly, |in the future, when a 
move of this magnitude is con- 
templated,| (we recommend) that 
more extensive forethought and 
planning be used. 

“Because the members of the 
Trades and Labor Council have 
worked in the trades for many 
years, we would be more than happy 
to advise or consult on matters 
regarding | vocational education in 
the future. We remain sincerely and 
fraternally yours,”’ 

Petish addressed the Board of 
Education| at length two weeks ago. 
He was allowed an extension from 
the basic two minutes to five 
minutes Tuesday night to continue 
his remarks. 

He again stressed that basic elec- 
trical skills and techniques have re- 
mained the same for many years, 
and said a number of electrical 
motors should ‘not have been 
discarded. 

A response to him on Feb. 7 was 
that emphasis is being given to 
motor controls, rather than the 
motors themselves, and that a new 
electrical and electronics instruc- 
tional area is in operation. » 

Petish displayed an electrical 
motor and circulated many 
photographs of GCHS shop areas 
around the board table. 

Included in the scenes was 
automotive repair instruction that 
he said is occurring on vehicles out- 
doors in mud. 

Thomas Miofsky of the board 
disputed this assertion, saying there 
was mud nearby but that the autos 
were on asphalt. Petish said six in- 
ches of concrete is the minimum 
recommended. 

It was asserted by Petish that 
much electrical training is being 
given by assigning the reading of 
theory, rather than utilizing a prac- 
tical, hands-on procedure. 

Petish said he is deeply disap- 
pointed over a transition that has 
taken place in the entire network of 
yocational training shops in the local 
district. 

Although committees of experts 
were consulted, the result of the 
changes) has been virtual devasta- 
tion of the program, in his opinion. 

He said he needed more time than 
was being granted to complete his 
presentation. A ‘public comment’’ 
portion is now listed on each board 
meeting agenda immediately after 
the roll) call and before action on 
minutes of past meetings and ap- 
proval of bill payments. 

A member of the audience said he 
has a child in’ an automotive class 
and is concerned with the issue of 
student safety. 

“Don’t you think we want that, 
too?,”’ Supt. B.J. Davis replied. 

Petish said he wishes to have 
answers to his questions and has not 
yet been provided them. 

In other matters relating to voca- 
tional instruction, the board renam- 
ed the three existing GCHS book- 
keeping courses as bookkeeping I, II 
and III and authorized Holloway to 
apply for a $7,279 grant through the 
State Board of Education for ac- 
quisition of movable instructional 
equipment 

Holloway related, ‘“‘As you are 
aware, the Vocational Advisory 
Council is evaluating three of our 
vocational programs this school 
year. I would anticipate using these 


funds to implement possible equip- | 
ment purchase recommendations’ 


from this group.”

discussing the role of the arts and 
sciences in teacher education, will 
join President Leo Goodman- 
Malamuth of Governors State 
University and President Alex B. 
Lacy of Sangamon State University 
in a session dealing with profes- 
sional development of educational 
personnel. 


Other program sessions will focus 
on relationships between colleges, 
universities and the public schools: 
leading to excellence and achieving 
excellencé. in mathematics and 
science education. 

Other presidents on the program 
include: Lloyd Watkins of ISU; 
George Ayers, Chicago State 
University; Les Malpass, Western 
Illinois University; Ron Williams, 
Northeastern Illinois University; 
William R. Monat, Northern Illinois 
University and Stanley Rives, 
Eastern Illinois University. The con- 
ference marks the first time that 
these presidents have come together 
to address joint}y.a problem of this 
magnitude. ~ 

Also on the program is the presi- 
dent of AASCU, Allan Ostar. of 
Washington,’ D.C. Sessions are 
schedued from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. and 
are open to the general public. The 
program will be in Bone Student 
Center at ISU. \

Deputy dispute 
on county costs 
is in 17th week

Madison County sheriff's deputies ~ 
are beginning their 17th week of in- 
formational picketing at the cour- 
thouse following their union’s rejec- 
tion of a contract offer from the 
county. 

Seventy-three ‘percent of the 
deputies, members of Operating 
Engineers Local 520-C, voted in a 
closed session 46-25 against approval 
of the contract. 

Representatives of both sides had 
reached a tentative agreement and 
the County Board approved the pact 
Feb. 15. 

‘The county’s proposal was the 
first offer the union considered for 
ratification since the deputies’ old 
contract expired Nov. 1. Proposals 
made by the county prior to last 
week were immediately rejected by 
the deputies’ negotiators. 

Union negotiator Lt. Delbert 
Clemons said it took only 30 minutes 
during both voting sessions last 
week for the deputies to reject the 
proposal. 

The contract dispute centers 
around refusal by both sides to pay 
for increased premiums in the 
deputies’ health insurance package. 

Clemons said earlier last week 
that the county’s proposal was the 
best possible agreement both sides 
could hope for, although he didn’t 
know how the deputies would react 
to it. 

“There wasn’t much discussion 
either time they voted,’’ Clemons 
said. ‘‘We explained the proposal, 
got a few questions, and voted. Now 
it’s back to the drawing board. 
We're going backward.” 

County Board negotiating commit- 
tee chairman Herbert Junior Milton, 
Granite City, said he was surprised 
by the union’s rejection of the pro- 
posal, which he considered the best 
offer the county could make. 

“J don’t know what to say but that 
I'm certainly disappointed,” Milton 
said. 

“We'll just take this package and 
scrap it, sit down, and start over. 
They’re going to have to get in touch 
with me.” 

Clemons said deputies were not 
turned off by just one aspect of the 
two-year contract proposal. ‘‘They 
didn’t like the whole thing,”’ he said, 

During the first year of the pro- 
posal, security systems operators at 
the county jail would have received 
a $1 per hour increase. 

‘All other sheriff deprtment per- 
sonnel would have been subjected to 
a wage freeze, with the option to re- 
open salary negotiation during the 
second year of the pact. 

Also, each deputy would have lost 
one paid holiday and a $500 sick 
leave bonus during both years of the: 
contract. 

Those union concessions would 
save the county eriough money to 
deposit $55,000 into a health in- 
surance trust fund for the deputies 
during the first year of the contract, 
and a similar amount during the se- 
cond year. 

Deputies would have been able to 
use the trust fund money to supple- 
ment their current monthly in- 
surance payment of $193. 

The county would have maintain- 
ed its current monthly payment of 
$131. 

Milton said the contract- would 
have ended up costing the county 
about $34,000 in insurance costs after 
two years. 

The board approved the contract 
proposal by a 20-4 margin. 

Alan Dunstan, a member of the 
board’s finance committee, said the 
county did not have the finances to 
afford payments of any kind to the 
deputies. ‘ 

“The union knows the least they 
can get from the county .pow,’’ 
Dunstan said. “It was a g con- 
tract, but we should have seen, if the 
whole union supported it before we 
approved it. 

Milton said the negotiating com- 
mittee can still bargain with the 
deputies from a zero-cost perspec- 
tive to the county. 

“Alan Dunstan should keep his 
mouth shut. He’s not on the 
negotiating committee,” Milton 
said. ‘‘He made a very foolish state- 
ment. Negotiations don’t necessarily 
have to start from zero.’” 

Off-duty deputies have conducted 
informational picketing outside and 
inside the courthouse to protest the 
county’s stand on the issue. 

The possibility of staging a limited 
strike was mentioned in December, 
although state law prohibits such ac- 
tion. 

Clemons said it may be March 
before another proposal is made by 
either side.
